RECOVERY OF ARREARS OF REVENUE, 

Mr. Money moved for leave to bring inn Bill to amend the procedure for the recovery 
of arrears of laud revenue in respect of tenures not being estates. He said that Act VII of 
1868, passed by this Council, made further provision for the recovery of arrears of land revenue 
and public demands recoverable as arrears of land revenue, and section 11 of that Act 
provided that “whenever avy revenue payable to Government in respect of any tenure 
not being an estate shall be in arrear after the latest day of payment fixed in the manner 
prescribed in scction 8 of the said Act XI of 1859, the collector to whom such revenue is 
payable may cause to be affixed such notices as are mentioned in section 5 of the said Act XL 
of 1859.” Fy 

The notices mentioned in section f of Act X1 of 1859 were uvtices to be affixed for a 
period of not less than fifteen clear days preceding the date fixed for payment according to 
section 8 of that Act; whereas the notices referred tu in section 1] of Act VII of 1868 would 
appear to be mere notices of sale under the procedure of Act X1 of 1859,that is, notices that 
by section 6 of Act XI of 1859 should be affixed after the latest date of payment. It seemed, 
therefore, according {o the learned Advocate neral’s opinion, that section 5 was a verbal 
mistake for section 6, and it was considered advisable to alter the Act so far. 

But in addigion to that another slight alteration scemed nccessary, Act VII of 18868 
provided no definite procedure for the sale of tenures for arrears (other than arrears of the 
current year) except under scction 1% and the following sections, the sules 1nder which were 
sales under the civil law. It appeared advisable that when tenures are sold for arrears other 
than those of the current ycar, they should be sold under a procedure giving to the buyer 
the same advantages as are provided for sales of cstates on account of current years. 

These were the two alterations in Act VIL of 1868 that seemed advisable, and he 
therefore begged to move for leave to bring in a Bill for that purpose.

E VILLAGE CHOWKEEDARS. 

‘Mx. Biers Taompson moved for leave to bring in a Bill to amend the Village Chowkoe. 
dares Act; 1870, He said that the circumstances. which had necessitated a recourse to 
" isixtion if amendment of the Village Chowkeedaree Act wore given in the statement 
‘gnd reasons which would accompany the Bill. Ee might briefly explain that the 
tovernor Gcucral to the Bill passed by this Council in the last session arrived 


a 
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only on the 11th of October 1870. Tmmediate action was taken to give effect to the medsure 
iu selected districts ; but it was reported by Commissioners that under the operation of section 
16 of the law the time intervening was too short to carry out the necessary preliminary 
arrangements, [t would be cemembered that at one of the last mectings of the Council a 
proposal was carried by the lon’ble member opposite (Mr. Money) that"no punchayets 
should be appointed in any ‘village without previous personal communication between some 
magisterial officcrtof the district, and sony of the villagers of the village in which the 
arrangement was to be enforced. The proposition was objecied to at the time as likely to 
cause unusual delay, but the consideration prevailed that it would be of great advantage 
that the members to he employed on the punchayet should, ou the introduction of so novel a 
measure, be fully instructed in their duties, and the amcudment was eargied. * 

Now, by i law, it was provided that the punchayets should furnish a 
list of the assessments two clear months before the first day of the yeaf current in the 
village. The first day of the Bengalee year occurred about the 15th April, and by the 15th 
February these li furnished. Before that date all tho preliminary 
arrangements for the appointment and education of the punchayets would-bave to. be effected, 
and under the provision of the law which he had referred to, the work gdmifccdly must he 
done village by village very gradually and very slowly, ‘The time for doing this effectually 
before the 15th February was too short, and as the law stood if it was not done by that date 
the matter must lic till the su The object of the presen Bill was to remedy 
these defects by an alteration of section 16. . 

The opportunity would be taken of correcting section 2. As the ingroduction of the 
measure must be very gradual, the repeal of the existing luw regarding the states and duties 
of village chowkcedars must he gradual also. It was proposed by certain verbal alterations 
to amenil the section, so that the repeal of the present law, under Regulation XX of 1817, 
should apply only as punchayets and chowkeedars were appointed in each village under the 
Act of last: session. .

Report on the Cultivation of Cinchona at Darjeeling for the half-year ending 80tt 
September 1870. . s 

Tur; season has been unnsually wet, the rainlall haying already (25th October) amounted 
at the inspection bungalow to 200 inches, whereas the total fall for the year averages 180 
inches only. The health of the plantations of C. succirubra and (©. calisuya has remained 
good, and their growth satisfactory, though somewhat less than that of the’ preceding 
year. But C, officinalis has saffered more than during previous rainy seasons, and all bope 
must be abandoned that this species can be grown to sn economie profit at Rungbee, 

Taking the plantation called the 5th in the tabular report, which represents best the 
present centre of the plantations, it will appear that the average growth of the measured 
plants of C, calisaya for the half-year has been 36 inches, and that of C. suecirubra 22 inches. 
‘The latter, from accidental circumstances in choice of the plants measured, is tae low, and does 
not represent fairly the growth of plants of that age in that part of the plantation. The beat 
plants of C. succirubra and C. calisaya have, within threo years off planting ont, surpassed 
20 feet in height. No measurement is given of C, officinalis; it may be said generally of the 
older plants that some 40 per cent. perished during the last six months, and that those which 
survived did not grow. The number of plants of C. officinalis has been by estimation reduced 
from 930,704 on 31st March 1870 to 440,000 on 30th September 1870, but it would be 
“best, in any calculations regarding these plantations, to write off these 440,000 at onee ;. for, 
though sume of them may survive for years, there is no probability that any profitable resalt 
will ever be derived from them, 

‘Throughout the C. offivinalisglantation below 4,500 feet level, C. sucgirubra was planted 
in 1869 in order to utilize area kept clean at considerable oxpense. These young C, suocirabra 
promise exceedingly well. ae

The 164,615 plants of C. succirabra planted out during the early part of the six 
under report were required to fill up the 1,000 acres. of that epecies a -desig! 
Dr. f. Anderson, The 38,101 plants of C. officinalis were put out at m higher. evi 
feet) than before as an experiment. 

By far the greater portion of the coolie labor is spent in scouring the 
Garing the rains, In order to ensure a sufficient supply of labour at this 
(as im the surrounding tea plantations) to iaintan, tho ecalna ‘Auring 
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the coljpwessher it bas been difficult to devise sufficient employment for them. The cold 
weather ia the best time for planting out ; and in accordance with Dr. T. Anderson’s advice, it 
ig proposed, during the ensuing cold season, to employ them in planting out ©, succirubra in a 
rough way on some portions of the reserve, which ore at too high a level for C. ealisayn to 
thrive upon. And it ie for this purpose that & considerable quantity of C. succirubra seed has 
beon raised, put down at 500,000 (including some stock raised by cuttings) in the adeompany- 
ing tabular statement. 

C. calisaya has set its sced very favorably during the last {wo months. ‘This seed should 
ripen in the course of next spring ; and it is hoped that in future the quantity of seed produced 
will be sufficient to enable the extension of ©. aolisaya in any quantity that may be thought 
desirable. 4 ’
